average weekly wages (but not more 
than $10 nor less than $4 a week) for 
weeks Those partly depen- 
dent lesser amounts and where 
there are no dependents only the ex 
penses of the last sickness and buriai 
up to $200 are required to be paid. 
For certain specific injuries the fol- 
lowing amounts which are in addi- 
tion to all other compensations, are 
to be paid: For the loss of both 
hands, both feet, one hand and one 
foot. «a reduction of one-tenth of 
normal vision in both eyes, the em- 
ployee gets a weekly payment of one- 
half his average weekly wage (but 
not more than $10 nor less than $4 a 
week) for 100 weeks. For loss of 
either foot, or hand, or eye, one-half 
weekly wage (but not more than $10 
nor less than #4 2 week) for 50 
weeks. For loss two or more 
fingers (including thumbs or toes) at 
or above the second joint, one-half 
the average weekly wages (but not 
more than $10 nor less than $4 a 
week) for 25 weeks. For loss of at 
least one phalange of a finger, thumb 
or toe, one-half the average weekly 
wages (but not more than $10 nor 
less than $4 a week) for 12 Weeks.

May 
they thoroughly enjoy the rest which 
they personally accorded themselves, 
and with clearer vision, keener in- 
tellect and more lusty vigor reenter 
upon the solution of Municipal prob- 
lems which may claim their attention 
when they resume their tasks at the 
old stand in September.

“The controlling purpose of the 
donor (John Adams) is fully and un- 
mistakably stated in the beginning of 
the first deed to be his sincere desire 
to promote the happiness and instruc- 
tion of the inhabitants of his ancestral 
|} and native town. To that end he 
gives lands, the income of which is to 
be used in building a church and sup- 
porting a school. It is.in the second 
deed that he provides that a_ stone 
School House shall be erected on the 
Hancock lot, and although it may be 
conceded the donor attached import- 
ance to this particular location, it is 
not to be resumed that he carried 
such intention so far that, under the 
radically different circumstances ex- 
isting now, he would insist on the con- 
tinuance of the location for the school, 
if such a course would result in de- 
feating his dominating purpose in pro- 
| viding for such a school. The school 
was actually built on that lot and has 
| been maintained there for many years, 
but the income is no longer sufficient 
!to support such a school as the donor 
|} contemplated. At the time he made 
the gift, schools where a classical ed- 
ucation could be obtained were ex- 
tremely few, whereas now, it is safe 
to say, there are half a dozen excel- 
lently equipped classical schools 
which, through the wonderful improve- 
ment in the means of transportation 
since that day, are within easy reach 
of the inhabitants of Quincy . More- 
over, the general law now requires 
the establishment of high schools, and 
these institutions have largely taken 
the place of the old academies. There 
is an excellent high school in Quincy, 
where books are supplied free of 
charge and courses in Greek and Latin 
are provided, and other branches nec-~ 
-ssary in preparation for college. The 
result is that the attendance at Adams 
Academy has greatly fallen off in the 
last few years.

WATER STREET CROSSING. 

While Mayor Stone and the commit 
tees of the City Council and Central 
Labor Union who held a conference 
with the officials of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad July 
19, were not informed just what the 
railroad would do toward eliminating 
the danger that exists at the Water 
Street grade crossing of the railroad 
it is thought that some action will be 
taken in the immediate future.

That the prosecution of violators of 
the motor boat muffling law will be

POLICE REORGANIZATION, 


The first steps toward the reorgan- 
ization of the police department under 
the ordinance as amended by the City 
Council some few weeks were taken 
by Mayor Stone on Thursday. The 
police ordinance as it now stands 
provides for a Chief, Captain, Lieuten- 
ant, Inspector and two Sergeants. The 
difference from the old ordinance be- 
ing that the offices of Captain, and 
Lieutenant are created. 

It Is proposed by Mayor Stone to 
make Inspector Daniel R. McKay a 
Captain, Sergt. Mark E. Hanson a 
Lieutenant, acting Inspector Good- 
hue an Inspector and Officer Larkin 
a Sergeant. Under a recent ruling by 
the Civil Service Commission Inspec- 
tor McKay and Sergt. Hanson may be 
promoted without an examination. 
Officers Goodhue and Larkin however 
must take a non-competative examina- 
tion. 

On Thursday Mayor Stone notified 
the City Clerk that he had promoted 
Inspector Daniel R. McKay to Cap- 
tain and Sergt. Mark E. Hanson In- 
spector said appointments to take ef- 
fect immediately. 

Under the ruling of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission the officers promoted 
must take their advancement step by 
step, therefore it was necessary to first 
appoint Sergt. Hanson an Inspector. 
He qualified for that position and 
on Friday was advanced to the grade 
of Lieutenant. 

Acting Inspector Goodhue has been 
notified to appear before the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission for examination for 
promotion to the office of Sergeant 
and then to Inspector and Officer Lar- 
kin to take the examination for pro- 
motion to the rank of Sergeant. 

It will take some few days however 
before all of the details are completed 
and these men are installed into of- 
fice. 

When this is done the Mayor will 
have to fill some vacancies in the 
regular force by promotion from the 
reserve list and the vacancies in the 
reserve list by promotions from the 
list of special police. These promo- 
tions will all be made under the Civil 
Service rules.

LIBRARY TENDENCIES. 


In libraries today the tendency is to 
allow the public free access to the 
books, according to the report of the 
Free Public Library Commission

Of the 
libraries that adopt the plan, even in 
cities, few return to closed shelves. 
It may be of interest to know how 
the libraries of the state stand as to 
open access. In the report blank sent 
out by the commission was the ques- 
tion: “Are the readers allowed to go 
freely to the shelves?” this 253 
libraries answer unswer 
“no,” and 60 describe some form of 
partial access to the shelves. Some of

those answering “no” really allow 
iu some cases readers 
are admitted on permission of the 
librarian, or part of the books are 
open to the public, or adults only have 
access, or the juvenile books only are 
open, or the privilege is granted only 
to certain people in the community, 
only during certain hours ft is a 
rather common practice, where 
shelves are not open, to leave the new 
books where the public may examine 
them. It may be necessary, under 
certain conditions, to allow readers to 
examine freely only the new books, 
but the obvious tendency of this is to 
concentrate attention upon these 
books, increase the demand for them 
and lessen the use of equally worthy 
books that are not under the eye of 
the public. An interesting device to 
bring before the public in time all the 
books is the plan originally adopted at 
Pittsfield. The books are placed in 
rotation on prominent shelves near the 
delivery desk. After a time these are 
put back in their own places and other 
books are put on these shelves. Thus, 
eventually, the whole library passes 
under the eye of the public. This plan 
has also met with success in other li- 
braries, and might well be tried where 
the collection is not too large. 

There is an increasing and gratify- 
ing tendency to allow each reader to 
take more than one book at a_ time. 
Many librarians and trustees have 
realized that a book idle on the shelves 
is an investment that is temporarily 
yielding no interest, is unused capital, 
and that only the volumes in actual 
use are serving a good ‘end. Those 
that are idle might as well be non-ex- 
istent during their period of idleness. 
The real value of a library to a com- 
munity is measured by the a2 nount of 
use that is made of it, not by the 
brave showing of volumes on the 
shelves. The rule of two books to a 
reader, only one being fiction, 
fairly general and moderate 
enough to work no injustice to other 
readers. Many add to this privilege 
the use of one or more magazines. In 
general, the smaller the population in 
proportion to the number of books, 
the more generous can be the library 
to each patron without depriving 
other readers. In fact, however, many 
libraries in small communities ure 
least liberal in their privileges, often 
because it has been the custom to fol- 
low a rule established when the 
library was much smaller. In a ma- 
jority of libraries one may take sev- 
eral books upon a subject of special 
study. Some libraries go further than 
this, and allow several books even for 
casual reading. Below is noted such 
libraries as have recently come to the 
commission's attention, with the num- 
ber of volumes allowed to each read- 
er: 

Attleboro—Fiction, 2; 

Blackstone—Fiction, 1; 
unlimited,

AUTO CHEMICAL WRECK.

Phillips has purchased an old steam 
canal boat and equipped it

A 
channel will have to be cut from the 
shore in front of the pump house out 
into Glass Factory Bay for a distance 
of some 750 feet or to the dredge at the 
beginning of deep water It has been 
found that the material in the bottom 
of the bay is blue hard pan, the same 
as the Lake Shore Construction and 
Supply Company has encountered in 
making the excavation for the clear 
‘water basin In order to loosen this 
material for the dredge Mr. Phillips 
expects to use dynamite. Those 
customed to using dynamite under

One of the important parts of the 


contract besides the laying of the 30- 
inch intake pipe is the construction of 
the crib which will protect the end of 
the pipe. This structure of no small 
proportions and the difficulty attend- 
ing its construction is enhanced by the 
fact that it has to be placed in 35 
feet of water. The base of the crib 
will be octagonal in shape and nearly 
20 feet in any direction. The well 
of the crib will be nine feet square 
and eight feet deep while the square 
will be surrounded by a mass of con- 
crete and stone, sloping in all direc- 
tions and thus protecting the mouth of 
the intake. For the frame work of the 
crib massive twelve by twelve inch 
hemlock timbers are being used and 
these are being dressed on the lake 
front before being transported to the 
pumping station. On the top of the 
crib there will be a grillage, made of 
white oak timber. At the end of the 
intake there will bea plug and the 
opening in the intake will be in the 
upper side so the water will be drawn 
down through the grillage and crib in- 
to the pipe. This will make the ac- 
tual intake into the city’s water mains 
some eight feet above the floor of the 
lake, and thus make it impossible to 
draw the slit from the bottom of the 
lake into the system.

GREENLEAF BUILDING, 


Of all the buildings in Quincy that 
have undergone alterations during the 
past few months, undoubtedly none 
have been more extensively improved 
upon than the block which was form- 
erly known as the Greenleaf Hotel. 
From a plain, yet large and adequate 
hostelry, the largest by the way in the 
city, it has been changed to such a de- 
gree that it hag become the mecca for 
many business and professional enter- 
prises and presents a busy and up to 
date appearance. 

Much of the credit for the improve- 
ments is due to the efficient work of 
Cavanaugh Brothers and the Martin 
Company of Boston, who have the con- 
tracts in hand. The first change was 
to convert the sleeping rooms on the 
first flight into offices. The old floors 
were all torn out and new hardwood 
floors have taken their places. These 
have been varnished to such an extent 
as to appeal to the eye in a most at- 
tractive manner. 

That portion of the building on the 
first floor which was formerly used as 
a dining room has undergone great 
improvements and hag been fitted up 
to date style. In addition large prism 
glpss windows have been installed, 
which throw light almost equal to that 
furnished by nature itself. The first 
floor was lowered considerably so as 
to make the stores adjoining still more 
spacious, and thus be on the same 
grade as the sidewalks. The original 
dining room compartment is now be- 
ing utilized for desks. 

All the old doors were taken out and 
new ones, with large ground glass 
panels have been substituted. An ele- 
gant marble stairway has been placed 
in the front part of the building, to be 
used as entrance to the different 
offices up stairs, thereby taking the 
place of the old stairs which were in 
the rear of the building. The hard- 
wood finishing have all been highly 
polished. Bay windows appear in the 
front of the building and when the 
work of straightening the building it- 
self is completed, it is expected that 
the Greenleaf block will be about as 
good as any in the city. 

The occupants are proud of the 
changes that have been made. Be- 
sides the improvements on the build-

MINIMUM WAGE, 


Important powers are given 
newly created Commission on 
mum Wage, which is to inquire into 
the wages paid to female employes. 
If in any trade or business it finds that 
Wages are too small, the commission 
must name a board to deal with that 
particular occupation. 

The public, as a disinterested body, 
the employers and the women employ- 
es in the trade in question are to have 
representatives on this wage board. 
The number of members of the board 
is at the discretion of the commission, 
though there must be not than 
six employers and six employes and 
the outsiders must not exceed half of 
either of the other two. The members 
of this board are to be paid at the 
Same rate as jurors. 

The duty of this wage board will be 
to determine the minimum wage, 
whether by time rate or piece rate, 
“suitable for a female of ordinary abil- 
ity in the occupation in question,” or 
for any of the branches of trade. 
Besides this the board must determine 
suitable minimum wages for learners, 
apprentices and minors. 

If two-thirds of the members of 
the wage board can agree on the mini- 
mum wage they must report back to 
the commission. The commission can 
do as it pleases with the report. 

Should the commission approve any 
or all of the report, the next step is 
to give a public hearing to those em- 
ployers in the occupation in question 
who pay a wage less than the mini- 
mum decided upon by the wage board. 
After this public hearing, if the deter- 
mination cf the wage board is still ap- 
proved, the commission must enter a 
decree of its findings, including the 
names of all the known employers 
‘who fail or refuse to accept such min- 
imum wage and to agree to abide by 
it.” These employers’ names and the 
wages paid by them, together with the 
decree are to be published in at least 
four newepapers in each county of the 
State. 

Provision is made, however, for any 
employer in such a case who feels that 
this decree will injure his business to 
file a declaration under oath in the Su- 
preme or Superior Court. This enti- 
tles the employer to a stay of execu- 
tion of the decree. The court will 
then review the employer's case and 
may revoke the decree. 

If the wage board fails to return a 
two-thirds report but makes a major- 
ity report, the Minimum Wage Com- 
mission may report the matter to the 
Legislature. More than one

If 
his property, real or personal, happens 
to be assessed at a valuation consider- 
ably below its real value, Mr. Average 
Citizen is very likely to say nothing, 
because, to his non-analytical mind it 
seems to be to his interest to say noth- 
ing. But when this becomes a pretty 
to general condition, and by not keeping 
pace with the constant increase in cur- 
rent expenses, the undervaluation mil- 
itates to raise the tax rate far above 
the normal, then Mr. Average Citizen 
may be rudely awakened by his at- 
tempt to sell his property, and find the 
real value actually depreciated to the 
fictitious one upon which he has been 
assessed because of the reluctance of 
buyers to purchase property in a city 
where the tax rate is soaring. 

Such undervaluation and consequent 
abnormal! elevation of the tax rate al- 
so retards the growth of the city by 
discouraging the establishment of new 
manufacturing and business enterpris- 
es, in the inception of which the ques- 
tion of taxation is a problem of pri- 
mary importance. 

On the other hand, from the citizen 
whose property is overvalued, the As- 
sessors are likely to hear within a 
short time of his receipt of the tax bill, 
so the overvaluation of property is far 
more likely to be corrected than the 
undervaluation, 

So the evils incident upon careless 
or incompetent methods of assessment 
become cumulative and increase rap- 
idly from year to year until the condi- 
tion finally becomes critical and de- 
mands immediate and effective treat- 
ment.

TAX DODGING AN ART, 

Tax dodging is an art. It is like- 
wise an art that is cultivated to the 
fullest extent. Tax dodgers find it 
mighty easy to move from one place 
to another. Tax dodgers in Boston 
maintain a residence in their summer 
homes and kill two birds with the 
one stone. They not only reap the ad- 
vantage of the lower tax rate in the 
small town but do not declare for 
what they are well known to be worth 
in the large city. 

The assessors of the small places 
cater to this class of people. They 
accept their statement, not perhaps 
always under oath, in order to keep 
them on the tax lists as full fledged 
residents. Many of the men who are 
assessed for a few hundred thousand 
dollars could not off hand come with- 
in a million of knowing just what 
they are worth. 

A man died in Stockbridge recently 
who was a recluse and had been pay- 
ing a nominal tax of little more than 
$100. His death revealed that he had 
considerable wealth which raised his 
tax assessment this year to about 
$3,000. A remedy for this sort of 
deception would be to levy back taxes 
upon the property for the years which 
the larger amount had not been paid. 
If it was fought in the courts well and 
good, it would make a test case and 
probably help cure many of the tax 
dodgers oftheir continued ailment 
along this line.

LIGHTNING STRIKES. 


One of the heaviest thunder and 
lightning storms of the season passed 
over Quincy in the late afternoon Wed- 
nesday doing considerable damage.

The large increase in maturing debt 
was one of the chief causes for the 
jump in the tax rate this year, but 
nevertheless the debt will be larger 
December 31, and in 1913 the maturing 
debt wili be larger than this year, Al- 
ready $157,515 mature in 1913, to 
which is to be added the $25,000 which 
the Legislature of 1912 authorized the 
city to refund, and also loans made in 
September, October, November and De- 
cember if any. The Hancock street 
widening order is not included in the 
above, as the loan was made outside 
the debt limit, but nevertheless an 
installment matures in 1913.

The amount which the taxpayers 
are called upon to pay in interest each 
year is almost appalling. Here are 
the items:

A comparison or the annual city 
budgets for ten years has already 


been presented. These are the so- 
ealled annual appropriations made 
each spring. Now look at the “total 
tax levy” which includes the city bud- 
get, sewer and water appropriations, 
maturing debt and interest, State and 
county taxes, and Metropolitan as- 
sessments. 

With the exception of 1909, there has 
been an increase each year in the to- 
tal tax levy of Quincy, but never so 
marked as this year, which is $131,- 
054.97 larger than in 1911, and aggre- 
gates $799,691.73. The increase of 
1911 over 1910 was but $313.63. In 
ten years the levy has nearly doubled.

THE OLD SOLDIER. 


Editor Patriot: — 

On Aug. 24, 1864, forty-eight years 
ago, I reinlisted from Quincy in Com- 
pany F, Massachusetts Heavy Artil- 
lery, Was discharged June 26th, 1865. 
My first enlistment was on the 15th 
day of September, 1862, was dis- 
charged on the 7th of July, 1863. 

TWo weeks later, our regiment was 
ordered to report at Readville to be 
equipped with all the munitions for 
war necessary to quell the riot then in 
force in the City of Boston. After all 
the arrangements were completed we 
fell into line and marched to the sta- 
tion and boarded the train for Boston. 
On our arrival at Park square, we 
formed in line, capped our muskets, 
and waited for the order “forward 
march” at four P. M. 

The only time in my life that I con- 
sidered myself of any consequence was 
when we marched up Tremont street,

HARPOON DISQUALIFIED. 


The remeasurement of the sails of 
the Harpoon, disclosing the fact that 
they were beyond the limit area of 
550 square feet, conditional for con- 
testing boats in the Quincy cup ser- 
ies, has cost the defender Harpoon, 
two well earned victories under most 
exciting conditions, gives the Boston 
challenger Ellen, two wins as she 
finished second in both those races 
and may mean the carrying of the con- H 
test over to next week. | 

Protest against the Harpoon’s sails 
was entered by C. P. Curtis immedi- | 
ately after the finish Monday when the 
Ellen was but 10 seconds behind the 
gun. Mr. Curtis said the suit looked 
large, but if the committee had a cer- 
tificate of measurement showing it to ' 
comply with the rules, his protest 
would be withdrawn. 

The committee had no certificate | 
and the matter was ‘brought to the | 
attention of Mr. Adams, who expressed : 
surprise that area of the new Ratsey 
suit has been questioned. He had, 
however, noted that the mainsail cor- | 
responded with official marks on boom 
and gaff. The suit was ordered made 
from measurements of two suits that 
had been used on the Harpoon and 
passed muster. Mr. Adams demanded 
that the new suit be measured, that 
there might be no question as to boat's 
rights to participate The rules spec- 
ify that sail area must not exceed 
550 square feet, but J. O. Hall, chair- 
man of the board of judges, said he 
did not know how much the protested 
suit goes beyond those figures. 

Professor Everett boarded the Har- 
poon at her moorings before Thurs- 
day's race, After he had taped the 
sails another mainsail was bent 
though the new jib was retained.

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 
The first gathering of this society 
Was on September 16th, 1639. The 


Rev. John Hancock in his century ser- 


mons, delivered in 1739, page ’ 
makes the following statemnt in ref- 
erence to the first meeting-house 
erected by the First Congregational 
society of this town: “This is the 
third house, in which we are now 
worshiping, that we and our fathers 
have built for the public worship of 
God.” The work on the foundation of 
the present structure was commenced 
April 9, 1827, and on June 11, the 
corner-stone was laid with appro- 
priate ceremonies. A prayer was of- 
fered and an address made by the 
pastor Rev. Mr Whitney. Hon. 
Thomas Greenleaf, chairman of the 
building committee, made some inter- 
esting remarks and read the inscrip- 
tion on the slate which was deposited 
in a lead box, together with the several 
deeds of land presented to the town by 
the late President Adams The in- 
scription on the slate is as follows: 
“A temple for the public worship of 
God, and for public instruction in the 
doctrines and duties of the Christian 
religion. Erected by the Congrega- 
tional society in the town of Quincy; 
the stone taken from the granite quar- 
ries given to the town by the Hon. 
John Adams, late president of the 
United States. 
“This stone was laid June = 1lith, 
1827, in the fifty-first year of 
American Independence. The 
Rey.

The new church was located on the 
north-west of the old, and immediately 
contiguous; so close indeed were the 
corners of the two buildings, that in 
order to complete the right end of the 
Stone portico, lt Was necessary to re- 
move the tower of the old church. The 
new church was dedicated to the one 


living and true God, on Wednesday, 


November 12th, 1828. Rev. Dr. Gray 
offered the introductory prayer; Rev. 
Mr. Brooks read selections from the 
scriptures; Rey. Dr. Lowell offered 
the dedicatory prayer; the pastor of 
the church, Rev. Mr. Whitney, 
preached from Genesis XXVIII, 17; 
Rey. Dr. Porter offered the concluding 
prayer. 

The church is built of granite, with 
a pediment in front, supported by 
four Doric pillars, the shaft of each 
being a single block. It contains 134 
pews on the lower floor and twenty- 
two in the galleries. According to the 
report of the building committee, con- 
tained in the parish records, the work 
included in the original estimate 
made by the architect, was performed 
at a cost of $3,000 within that estimate. 
The cost of the building with the im- 
provements around it, was $30,4888.56, 
to which must be added the sum of 
$4,350, voted to be paid to the proprie- 
tors of pews in the old meeting-house, 
and the cost of the furnace. The debt 
incurred by the erection of so costly 
an edifice, Was finally, in the year 
1833 wiped off. 

Under the portico of this church, in 
a granite tomb lie the remains of 
President John Adams and Abigail, 
his wife; also the remains of John 
Quincy Adams and Louise Catherine, 
his wife. 

The terms of the several clergymen 
cover a period of 275 years, and the 
society is still in a flourishing condi- 


tion.

Birthplace of John Adams, second 
President of the United States, Frank- 
lin Street. House built in 1681 and 
restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, D. 
R. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, 
sixth President of the United States, 
Franklin Street. House built in 1716 
and restored in 1896 by Quincy His- 
torical Society. 

Abigail’ Adams Cairn, Penn's Hill off 
Franklin Street. This marks the spot 
from which Abigail Adams and her 
son John Quincy watched the smoke 
of the battle of Bunker Hill. 


Birthplace of John Hancock, Adams 
Street, corner of Dimmock Street. A 


bronze tablet marks the spot where 
the house stood in which the patriot 
Was born. 

Dorothy Q house, Hancock Street, 
corner of Butler Road. Old Quincy 
homestead in which Dorothy Quincy 
was born. Parlor has old paper put 
on for wedding of Dorothy Quincy and 
John Hancock. Owned by Massachu- 
setts Society of Colonial Dames. 

First Congregational Church (Uni- 
tarian,) at Quincy center. Under this 
Stone Temple John and John Quincy 
Adams are buried, In auditorium are 
mural monuments to the memory of 
the Presidents. 

Old Hancock Cemetery, Hancock 
Street, across from First Church. In 
this cemetery are buried many of the 
first settlers of Quincy including Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot 

President Adams Mansion, Adams 
Street, corner of Newport Avenue. 
Residence of President Adams and 
still occupied by the Adams family. 
This house is not open to the public. 

Myles Standish. Cairn, Squantum, 
marking the site of the landing of 
Myles Standish on September 30th, 
1621, . 

Site of First Railroad built in the 
United States in 1825, West Quincy 
This road was built to convey stone 
for Bunker Hill monument from the 
quarries to tide water, Neponset River. 

Merrymount, off Sea Street, the 
estate of John Quincy Adams. At this 
place Morton erected the famous May- 


pole. 


To the students of the country’s his- 
tory, Quincy abounds in points of in- 
terest. At the junction of Franklin 
street and Independence avenue, stand 
the birthplaces of John Adams, the 
second president and John Quincy 
Adams the sixth president of the 
United States. 

Both houses have been kept in good 
repair and are being fortified as much 
as possible against further ravages of 
time The John Adams birthplace is 
in charge of Adams Chapter Daughters 
of the Revolution and the birthplace 
of President John Quincy Adams of 
the Quincy Historical Society 

On the hill to the south the Abigail 
Adams cairn guards the city. Here 
has been erected to the memory of the 
mother of an early patriot, a cairn 
bearing this inscription: 

“From this spot, with her son, John 
Quincy Adams then a boy of seven, 
by her side Abigail Adams watched 
the smoke of burning Charlestown, 
while listening to the guns of Bunker 
Hill, Saturday, June 17, 1777. Adams 
Chapter of Quincy, Mass., of the So- 
ciety of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion, have caused this memorial to be

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HENRY HARDWICK FAXON, 


Henry Hardwick Faxon was born in Quincy, Massachusetts, September 
28, 1823, and died November 14, 1905. He was the son of Job and Judith B 
The

to Thomas Faxon, who came from England at some time previous to 1647, 
and settled in that part of Braintree now known as Quincy. Job Faxon 


was a farmer, industrious and frugal, and brovght up Henry to the hard 
work befitting a farmer's boy. After a common school education, he was, 
at the age of sixteen, apprenticed to a shoemaker and worked at this trade 
five years. At the end of this period, he, together with one of his brothers, 
began the manufacture of boots and shoes. After three years he gave up 
manufacturing for mercantile life and opened a retail grocery and pro- 
vision store in Quincy, where he had a successful business for seven years. 
In 1864 he disposed of this business and became a member of the firm of 
Faxon, Wood & Company, retail grocers in Boston. This firm afterwards 
was changed to Faxon Brothers & Company, and the business from retail 
to wholesale. 

In 1861, just before the breaking out of the Civil War, he retired from 
this firm and engaged in still larger commercial ventures In Boston, or 
traveling South to New Orleans and Cuba, Mr. Faxon bought and sold in 
large quantities all sorts of merchandise. As a business man Mr. Faxon 


seemed to know intuitively the state of the future as well as current mar- 
kets; and the boldness of his operations, and the manner of his purchases, 
though unerringly clear to himself, seemed to others audacious, even wild 
and reckless, and astonished his associates by their successful issues 

On November 18, 1852, he married Mary Burbank Monroe, daughter of 
the Boston merchant, Israel W. Monroe and Priscilla (Burbank) Monroe 
To them was born a son, Henry Monroe Faxon, who ably continues his 
father’s public spirited activities. Mrs. Faxon died in 1885 

Mr. Faxon’'s claim to distinction rests mainly upon his incessant and 
uncompromising opposition to the liquor traffic. As he entered middle life, 
those restless energies which, in earlier years, had been devoted to the ac- 
quisition of a competence, took on a moral earnestness and launched him 
upon a new career. 

In 1864 and again in 1872 he was elected.to the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature. He had been bred a Republican and remained so nominally, al- 
though he never hesitated to bolt a party nomination if the interest of 
temperance, on which his became finally set, made such a course advis- 
able. In the beginning of his legislative life he took no special interest 
in the question of liquor seNing. He was appointed however, a member of 
the committee on liquor laws and there took a position favoring restric- 
tive measures. As he became interested in the question, his conviction 
deepened as to the wickedness and folly of the traffic, and he entered in- 
to a war upon it, which occupied him for the rest of his life. To this con- 
test he brought all his native energy and versatility, and his accumulated 
fortune. He soon became distinguished as the most aggressive, indepen- 
dent, practical and tireless temperan ce reformer in the Commonwealth. It 
was in his own town that he made his chief success. Quiney was a 


stronghold of the liquor trade and in the year 1881, with a population of 
about eleven thousand, granted forty-two licenses for the sale of intoxi- 


cants. Mr. Faxon got himself appointed constable and it was largely 


through his efforts that the State law was amended the same year so that 
the question whether “licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 


liquors in this tow could be presented squarely to the voters The re- 
sult was that in 1882 there were 1057 who voted “No” and 475 who voted 
“Yes.” The no-license era thus began, was resolutely maintained year af- 
ter year, largely at the expense and often at the bodily peril of this 
“millionaire” policeman 

He did broader work. He planned political campaigns, he took active 
part in conventions and caucuses in advocacy of temperance, and _ by 
speeches and broadsides and money contributions, kept up unceasing 
agitation. On more than one occasion, the course of the Republican party 
was shaped by his moral persistence. 
Personally, Mr. Faxon was a man of many peculiarities, but on _ the 
whole they served him well and helped him win many a victory. Frank 
and fearless of speech, unsparing in his attack on individuals, deaf to the 


sarcasm and ridicule that assailed him, he was ready to expose himself to 
physical danger for his cause. Much of his security and success was un- 
doubtedly due to his imperturbable good nature. He enjoyed giving and 
taking blows. He kept his temper in defeat He was never malignant, 
vindictive or bitter. His nature was direct, impatient of the insincerities 
and hypocrisies of many men in public life, and the only way he knew 
of carrying his point Was that of open, specific and often drastic attack. Yet 
he only said what he believed to be true and was absolutely fearless of 
consequences, an example of old-time independence and courage 

With all his plainness of speech, he was of a tender heart and all his 
efforts were bent toward social betterment He bore no ill-will and was 
desirous of the good-will of others. Young people had a large place in 


his affections and many Were the gifts he made them through the Sunday 


schools of the town. He coveted little self-gratification; his tastes and 
habits were simple, but his great delight was to make some one happy 
through his generosity 

Mr. Faxon was a life-long member of the First (Unitarian) Congre- 
gational Society of Quincy He was a generous helper of his own church 
and a constant attendant on its services. He took little interest in theo 
logical doctrines, but showed quick appreciation when such subjects were 
presented as temperance, good citizenship, civic righteousness. He sup 
ported all good causes, contributed largely to the work of other churches, 
Catholic and Protestant, and to the charities of his town, while the ex 
tent of his personal and quiet benefactions will never be known. He 
laid his own town under permanent obligation, not only for what he ac- 
complished in stamping out the liquor evil, but also in the gift of 
thirty-three acres of land, including a part of the old homestead on which 
he was born and bred, for public recreation, to be known as “Faxon Park.” 

By his publie spirit, his unselfishness, his humanity, his tireless ef- 
forts to advance all genuine reforms, he made a lasting impression upon 
his native town and State. 


HENRY 


Henry M. Faxon, one of the most active and public spirited of our citi- 
zens was born in Quincy, May 22, 1864, the son of Henry Hardwick and 
Mary B. (Munroe) Faxon. His first teacher was Miss Josephine Wright, 
and after completing the course of instruction at her school in this city he 
entered the English High of Boston, graduating in the class of 1881. 

After enjoying the advantages of extended travel abroad he became as- 
sociated with his father in the management of his real estate holdings 

Passionately fond from boyhood of outdoor sports, he took a keen in- 
terest in the welfare of the Quincy Yacht club, as secretary and treas- 
urer from 1885 to 1892, and as Commodore for the two years 1893 and 
1894. He early became an expert skipper owning and racing many well 
known yachts, and was the helmsman of the first two successful defenders 
of the Quincy Yacht Club Challenge Cup, the Recruit in 1898 and the Hos- 
tess in 1899.

QUINCY HOSPITAL. 


| 


The following resume of the growth 
jof the Quincy Hospital by the retiring 
superintendent Miss Blanche Thayer 
| is of special interest just now when 
{new buildings are about to be used for 
| the first time. 

“This is just a brief revision of our 
| hospital, at present so up to date and 
| Well equipped—in its new operating 
| building and beautiful new wards so 

well and adequately furnished—that 
we have already begun to receive let- 
ters requesting descriptions in detail 
from other hospitals. 

It may be interesting to many 

Quincy people to look back to what 
the hospital was in the beginning. 
, Built at first on account of the quar- 
ries to take care of the accidents and 
illnesses of the men employed there 
| the chief provision was made for men, 
‘in the fine, airy, cheerful, men’s ward, 
with its vaulted roof, big windows, 
ample space, open fire, and cheerful 
sunroom, showing the great care and 
thought given to the location by the 
architect Mr. Wentworth and by Dr. 
Gordon and Mr. W. B. Rice the moving 
spirits of its construction, that it 
should extend toward the south to 
receive the sun at all hours of the day, 
that it should have plenty of light, air, 


jand space, even in those days before so 


| much attention was given to such 
| necessities, that its sun room should 
and contain many 
| broad windows to transmit the won- 
| derful invigoration and cheer to pa- 
| tients able to sit up, and that ward and 
sun room are today though built of 
wood, ideal for air, ventilation and 
heer, and show constantly the great 
| amount of thought and care given to 
their construction by the good men in- 
terested in making a place for Quin- 
cy’s sick and suffering people.

The service rooms off the corridor 
outside the men’s ward, though they 
| Were somewhat in keeping with the 


| ideas of those times, have been for 
; some years inadequate in size. The 
toilet rooms are, poorly ventilated 
though their construction shows a 
distinct effort, to make them as_ con- 
venient as possible. These toilet 
rooms have at present two features 


which should be changed in the near 
future, the ventilation should be im- 
proved, and a new sterilizing hopper, 
like the one illustrated, should be put 
in, in place of the one now in use. The 
situation of this hopper, so constant- 
ly in use, should be improved, giving 
more light. This hopper has been for 
many years, the subject of much con- 


sideration, and many efforts at im- 
provement. Some years ago a_ flush 
hopper was putin, in place of the 
original one with a simple flow of 


water from a faucet, and this has aid- 
ed much in carrying off objectionable 
material and odors. A cemented floor, 
was also put under it in place of the 
original wooden floor, which was of- 
ten soaked with water. 

There should also be a_ separate 
room connected with these toilet 
rooms, for the doctors to use, in get- 
ting ready for dressings. 

In the early days of the hospital, 
the womens ward, containing six beds 
for grown people and two cribs, was 
when full, too crowded for sanitary 
treatment of patients, and any one 
who has geen it in the two daily visit- 
ing hours of former days, with its 
eight patients and sixteen visitors, of- 
ten with one and sometimes two extra 
cots up for emergency cases, will ap- 
preciate the difficulties under which 
the work was done for these patients. 

How can I describe the troubles of 
the night nurses, who passed so many 
lonely nights in the care of the pa- 
tients? To help them out of difficul- 
ties the Superintendent had an electric 
bell put in, to ring from the ward to 
her room, which the night nurse was 
to use in case of emergency. I can 
yet hear the peal of that bell, with its 
warning of trouble, delirium or 
hemorrhage or some other dire dis- 
tress which brought me to my feet in 
an instant, and down to the ward with 
all speed after. 

When the hospital opened our ac- 
commodation for nurses and servants 
consisted of three the only 
available space in the hospital. 

These with the Superintendent's 
room were on the second floor of the 
administration building, the assistant 
superintendent occupying one, the two 
pupil nurses another and the cook and 
housemaid another. These six peo- 
ple comprised the household staff until 
the railroad accident of August 19, 
1890 when the great influx of patients 
needing special nursing, made it 
necessary to increase the staff of 
nurses and servants and to find ac- 
commodations for them, and as the 
only house in the neighborhood was 
the old Huntington house, now owned 
and occupied by Mr. H. M. Faxon, then 
the property of Mr. Rice, and unoccu- 
pied, Mr. Rice gave permission for its 
use though it was quite unfurnished, 
and the plumbing in such bad re- 
pair that it could not be used. How- 
ever beds were put up, and few 
chairs put in, and it was made to do 
duty as a nurses residence during the 
accident, and after the special nurses 
had gone, for the pupil nurses of the 
training school until January 1891 
when the trustees had the attic rooms 
over the administration building, 
finished one larger than the other, for 
four nurses and the smaller for three 
' servants. 

The extra help necessary, had to be 
employed by the day. Later as houses 
were built up near the hospital, a 
room was rented for the night nurses, 
and this was the sole accommodation 
for nurses, until two years ago, when 
| the new women’s ward was opened 
and the old one vacated, it was

But with 
the winter came the freezing of our 
water supply, the tedious thawing and 
bursting of pipes and consequent de- 
lays; this continued until Mr. Faxon 
bought the house and in the spring we 
had to move out. 

We set up wooden tubs under the 
trees for a short time until something 
could be done, and soon after made ar- 
rangements to send the laundry work 
to the Wollaston Laundry, the ironing 
to be done in the hospital. The 
laundry man called for the clothes 
every morning bringing home what he 
had taken the day before, this 
worked fairly well except for the ex- 
tra work of sorting and the 
clothes. The laundry would not take 
the stained clothes, 
done out under the trees.

I 
feel that so much has been accom- 
plished in the past that we must 
truly “Glorify their good works,” and 
continue to do our share in the future. 
Our new president Mrs. William H. 
Doble has perfected excellent plans 
for the carrying out of a successful 
Tag Day but alas, she and few other 
women cannot do it alone. Will you 
not give us your help and let us know 
what we can depend upon from you

The hotel is to be of three stor- 
ies with large dining hall, grill room 
and 150 rooms—the entire house is to 
be surrounded by a 12-foot piazza hav- 
ing an unobstructed view of the har- 
bor. The music for the season will be 
furnished by the Troy celebrated band 
of Troy, New York. The grill room 
and dining hall will be under the sup- 
ervision of Mrs. Clara Caterius who is 
well and favorably known to many 
yachtsmen. 

The entire island will be surrounded 
by a Granite sea wall with two large 
wharves one for the accommodation of 
steamers and the other visiting 
yachtsmen. The stone work is to be 
under the supervision of that able en- 
gineer Frederick E. Tupper All 
stone and contract work on sea walls 
and wharves to be furnished by Hon. 
E. J. Sandberg. Steamers from Nan- 
tasket will stop both coming and go- 
ing. The Hotel Co., will run two gaso- 
line launches capable of carrying 50 
passengers each to and from the pub- 
lic landing at Houghs Neck every 15 
minutes from 7 A. M. until 10.30 P. M. 
As stock in this company is being 
largely taken by prominent yachtsmen 
of the leading clubs of the state it is

TAX COLLECTOR RESIGNS, 


Mayor Stone is to lose one of his 
official family, for Herbert S. Child, 
who has filled the office of Tax Col- 
lector since February has _ resigned 
this office to take effect October 1. 
Mr. Child resigns to accept an im- 
portant position in the office of 
Charles F. Gettemy chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics, where he will 
be employed under Mr. Gettemy in in- 
stalling the state uniform system of 
accounting in the cities of the Com- 
monwealth who have accepted that 
system, among which is the City of 
Quincy. 

Mr. Child has been a very faithful 
and painstaking official and has done 
everything possible to collect the 
moneys due the city for taxes. While 
some have kicked some, at his persis- 
tance in forcing them to pay their 
just obligations to the city, he has re- 
ceived many words of commendation 
from those who believe that bills due 
the city should be paid as promptly as 
other obligations. 

Early in the year he began to get 
after delinquents, his first step being 
to seize upon any moneys in the 
Treasurer's office due to parties from 
whom money for taxes was due the 
city. In this way many slow ac- 
counts were gathered in. 

He has also been very persistant 
in getting after delinquent poll tax 
payers and the monthly reports of 
collections from this office show how 
effectual has been his work. 

Mayor Stone has frequently been 
congratulated on the efficiency of hie 
Tax Collector whom he is loth to 
lose. 


TRAIN SERVICE. 

The Railroad committee of the 
Board of Trade met Friday, Sept J%, 
to consider changes in the train ser- 
vice between Quincy and Boston, to be 
provided for in the new time table 
which will be issued shortly. There 
Was quite an attendance of citizens 
and many changes were suggested. 
After considering all proposals the 
committee decided to ask for the fol- 
lowing trains. 

An inward train from Quincy to 
leave about 1.05 p.m. As it is now 
there is no train between 12.25 and 
1.20 p. m. 

A new inward theatre train is want- 
ed for Quincy Adams to leave about 
7.05 p.m. Quincy Adams now has a 
train at 7.19 which it is claimed is too 
late for a theatre train. 

A new outward train is also wanted 
at about 8.30 p. m. under the present 
schedule there is no outward train 
between 8.06 and 9.25 p. m. 

A new outward train is also wanted 
about 10 p. m. ; 

West Quincy also wants an inward 
train about 7 p.m. The evening train 
from this station now leaves at 7.19 
which is claimed to be too late for the 


theatres. 

West Quincy also wants the Sun- 
day outward train now leaving Bos- 
ton at 10.15 held back so as to leave 
at 10.45 p. m. 

The committee also decided to call 


the attention of the railroad to the 
overcrowded condition of the 5.14 p. 
m. outward train to Quincy and the 


3.13 p. m. inward train from Quincy. 
It was claimed that on both of these 
trains passengers often had to stand. 

Another matter came up which 
while not exactly in line with the 
train service is of general interest to 
passengers and will be brought to the 
attention of the railroad is the speed 
with which trains take the sharp 
curves south of the bridge, near the 
Atlantic station, and nearly opposite 
the Harrison Square station. It is 
claimed that many passengers on ex- 
press trains have noticed the chuck, 
which rapidly moving trains give 
when they round these curves. It is 
just such a chuck that many exper- 
ienced near the Crescent avenue sta- 
tion where the fatal accident happened 
a few weeks ago. 

The Board of Trade feels that it will 
be remiss in its duty if it does not call 
the attention of the proper officials to 
these matters.

STATE CAUCUSES. 


At the primaries Tuesday, Governor 


Benton. 

In Boston the Democratic vote was 
large, rising 43,000, while the total 
state vote was a little above 86,000. 
Gov. Foss’s plurality in the state was 
23,250. 

The Governor received the nomina- 
tion as a 54th birthday gift. While 
the state vote showed a fairly good 
showing, for the Republican tickets, 
the Boston vote was very small com- 
pared with the democratic output 
this direction. 

Joseph Walker while losing Boston 
by 1448 carried the state by 8,619. 

David I. Walsh of Clinton swept 
Edward P. Barry of Boston off his 
political feet in the nomination for 
lieutenant governor on the Democratic 
ticket. 

Outside of Boston, the Republican 
vote was nominal for a caucus. The 
Democratic vote in Boston was 12,000 
more than last year, while the Repub- 
lican vote was only 400 above the 1911 
figures. Throughout the state how- 
ever, the Republican vote picked up, 
while the Democratic vote fell off. 

Considering the statements made 
during the past few weeks that the 
“Bull Moosers” would not take part 
in the state primaries Tuesday, 
total vote of Quincy was fully as 
large as usual at a state caucus, 
There were several spirited contests 
both among the Republicans and 
Democrats which doubtless resulted 
in bringing out a large vote. 

The main interest among the Repub- 
licans was for Governor and Walker 
carried thecity by 210, having re- 
ceived a total of 736 to 576 for Benton. 
In the contest for the nomination for 
Councillor Guy A. Ham carried the 
city by 21 votes having received 598 
to 577 for Burr. 

Local interest however centered 
largely in the vote for Senator. It 
Was readily understood that Langelier 
being a resident of the city would win 
out in Quincy which he did by a large 
plurality having received 958 to 345 
for Wolcott. Campbell the third 
candidate hardly had a look in, re- 
ceiving but 75 votes. It is probable 
that a recount will be called for the 
Senatorial votes as in the entire dis- 
trict Wolcott only won out over Lan- 
gelier by 
bably 17 votes. 

In the contest for County Commis- 
sioner for the three year term Rich- 
ardson the present incumbent carried 
the city easily defeating Fisher by 
243 votes. Richardsons vote was 700 
while that of Fisher was 457. 

There was also a hot contest for 
County Commissioner to fill out the 
unexpired term of Silas Stone. The 
contest here was between Craig the 
present incumbent and Dr. Bowker, a 
son of a former Commissioner. Bow- 
ker carried the city by 299. The vote 
was Bowker 765, Craig 466. 

These were practically thenoly con- 
tests on the Republican ticket. 

On the democratic ticket there were 
several hot contests and friends of the 
candidates put in a lot of work at the 
polls during the afternoon and even- 
ing. Several of the candidates had 
automobiles at the different polling 
places so that all who wished might 
ride. 

The main contest however was of 
course for the nomination for Gover- 
nor. It was reported that the labor 
friends of Pelletier were out working 
for him but for all that he failed to 
carry the city which went for Foss by 
106, the vote being Foss 370, Pelletier 
264. 

For Lieutenant Governor Walsh 
carried the city over Barry by 253. 

Considering the work that Olney 
did in Quincy for the nomination for 
Congressman did not roll a large 
vote although defeating Gilmore by 
222 votes. The vote for Olney was 
399 while that of Gilmore was 177. 

On the vote for Councillor Ratti- 
gan received 274 to 163 for Dixon. 

For Senator John J. McDevitt had 
no difficulty in carrying his home city 
as he almost buried his opponent Coy- 
eney. McDeyitt’s total vote was 558, 
while his opponent only polled 83 
votes, a majority of 475 for McDevitt. 

There were no contests among the 
Socialists and but 16 votes were cast 
by that party all over the city. 

The total vote of the city was 2,158 
of which number the Republicans cast 
1,463, the Democrats 679, and the So- 
cialists 16, 

As was anticipated the official re- 
turns were late in arriving at City 
Hall, and it was not far from 6 o'clock 
this morning when City Clerk Crane 
turned off the lights and left for home. 
He was not alone in his all night vig- 
il for with him was City Messenger 
Tirrell and several newspaper men, 
whose papers had given orders to for- 
ward the returns, no matter what the 
hour. ¥ 

The first official returns arrived at 
City Hall from Ward Two, which were 
received at 12.40.

The opening meeting of the Men’s 
Club o fthe Washington Street Con- 
gregational church was held Wednes- 
day evening, and the season of 1912- 
13 was successfully started. 

The speakers were Councilman Al- 
bert M. Murray, president of the 
Men's Club of the Wollaston M. E. 
church, Rev. Benjamin A. Willmott 
of the Bethany church, Paul R.

A vigorous protest against increased 
assessment upon property in addition 
to the increase in the tax rate was 
voiced by members of the Squantum 
Improvement association at its meet- 
ing Tuesday night at Lee’s Inn. The 
meeting was attended by close to 50 
members and a number of important 
business matters were attended to. 

Several members spoke of their in- 
creased assessments. It was shown 
that without a single improvement be- 
ing made upon property, the valuation 
in many cases has been doubled.

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CITY COUNCIL. 


There was quite a display of fire- 
works at the special meeting of the 
City Council Monday evening when 
the order appropriating $2,000 for the 
collection of garbage came up for 
consideration. The order however 
failed to pass, not having received the 
necessary two thirds vote. This 
means that the collection of ashes and 
garbage will stop, and consequently 
howls from indignant citizens will be 
in order. 

Mayor Stone told the Council frank- 
ly that if the money to carry on the 
work was not appropriated that the 
collection of garbage and ashes would 
stop as he did not intend to have any 
deficit bills. 

Eighteen members were present the 
absent members being Councilmen 
Abele, Devaney, Mahoney, Richards 
and Thompson. 

A communication was received from 
the Mayor appointing George A. Side- 
linger as trustee of the Thomas Crane 


Public Library to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of James F. 
Burke. Placed on file. 


A venire was received for the draw- 
ing of eight traverse jurors for the 
October sitting of the superior court. 
The Mayor, City Clerk and Council- 
man Boyd drew the following names 
according to law. Mark L. Gill, Ben- 
jamin Bishop, Henry C. Stevens, 
Henry W. Howarth, Joesph C. Morse, 
Phillip J. Halvosa, John C. Reardon, 
Peter McConarty. 

The order apjppropriating $2,000 for 
garbage took its second reading and 
on motion of Councilman Boyd the 
rules were suspended. 

Councilman Cunningham doubted if 
the order was a legal one. Quoting 
from a local paper in 1904, he said 
in October of that year the council 
passed an order borrowing $2,000 for 
school supplies which was vetoed by 
Mayor Bryant on the ground that it 
borrow money for cur- 
rent expenses. The council sustain- 
the veto. If it was good law then 
when the point was raised what was 
: reason the present order was not 


was illegal to 


illegal. 

City Solicitor McAnarney when call- 
ed upon said that there was no ques- 
tion in his mind as to the law on the 
question but as it had been stated that 
a former City Solicitor had given an 
opinion on the question, he would first 
look at that opinion. The opinion 
book was obtained but no opinion was 
found. 

The City Solicitor then said the 
only question for him to pass on was 
the legal one. He had no hesitancy 
in saying that the City Council had a 
perfect right to pass the order. The 
collection of garbage was one of po- 


lice protection. It was necessary for 
the Board of Health to carry on the 
work of police protection for the 
health of the citizens of Quincy. He 


also read an opinion from Mr. Get- 
temy of the Bureau of Statistics of 
labor based on an opinion from the 
Attorney General that cities could bor- 
row money for current expenses. 

Councilman Cunningham said that 
was the way they have been doing 
things. We should establish some me- 
thod of doing business which we could 
fall back upon. If there was any excuse 
for the present condition he would not 
mind. When the budget was under 
consideration the Mayor said that we 
must curtail expenses. It would have 
been possible for the additional sum 
needed to have been put in this years’ 
tax rate as it was known before the 
tax was announced that more money 
was needed. 

He thought that the council should 
be shown what effort had been made 
to run the plant on the $4,000. The 


City Solicitor had spoken of police 
law. It may be a law to compel the 
Board of Health to collect garbage 


but if so he was ignorant of it. He 
did not think that the Mayor intended 
to deceive the council as he did he 
knew the situation but the council 
had been deceived. We have no mor- 
al right to pass a current expense 
over to next years’ council. This 
should be put squarely up so that 
hereafter we should get a square 
deal. 

Councilman Craig did not know 
what kind of a game was being play- 
ed. When he introduced the order It 
was to charge the amount to mis- 
cellaneous receipts. Why did not the 
gentleman from Ward Six give the 
facts to the Finance Committee and 
kill-the order there? If the Finance 
Committee is working square it should 
have killed the order. 


Councilman Studley asked Council- 
man Cunningham if his education on 
city affairs was contributed to largely 
by the tax payers of Quincy? Do you 
not consider it good business to come 
forward and ask for more money 
when it was found the department did 
not have enough? 

Councilman Cunningham in 
said that a fairer way would be 
the gentleman to make his argument 
and not by cross fire questions. Con- 
tinuing he said that his position had 
been fairly stated at the last meeting, 
but he would answer the question by 
saying that in the various offices he 
had held he had returned full value 
for every dollar received. 

Mayor Stone said that his position 
had been to keep expenses down. He 
stated at the time the budget was un- 
der consideration that if he found the 
amount was not sufficient he would 
come to the Council. If no money is 
given the collection of garbage will 
stop. He did not think it good bust- 
ness, to cut it out. He was here to do 
what the Council desired in the mat- 
ter. 

Councilman Studley said that this 
Was a case where the appropriation 
came to the back door of every citt- 
zen. 

The order was then put on its pas- 
sage and failed to pass 10 voting yes 
and 7 no as follows—

gradually the work has grown and 
developed, until now the house of six 
rooms, is hardly large enough to ac- 
commodate the little ones who are left 
there each day, by their brave moth- 
ers. 

It has been a revelation to these 
mothers to learn that there is a real 
home in the neighborhood, 
their little ones will have the tender- 
est and of care, from seven 
o’clock in the morning until six at 
night, for the nominal sum of five 
cents for each child. 

The tragedies resulting from chil- 
dren being locked in rooms alone 
throughout the day, are terrors of the 
past, for the Nursery offers not only 
safety, but health and happiness 
the children. 

In 1911-1912 twenty three families 
have availed themselves of the priv- 
ileges offered by the Nursery. 

In a number of cases, when a 
mother has been left with four or 
five children to provide for she has 
felt in her discouragement that she 
must give up some of them, but when 
she has heard of the Nursery, she 
has gladly entered her children with 
full confidence that they would receive 
the best of care. Thus she has been 
able to keep her family together. To 
save the family, and at the same time 
to enable the mother to help herself 
is the fundamental principle of the 
Nursery. 

The children are given a simple but 
nutritious dinner, and their rosy 
cheeks show the wisdom of the presi- 
dent of the association, Mrs. William 
H. Doble and the matron, Mrs. Bowker 
who together arrange a dietary. 

The expenses are carefully guarded, 
nevertheless, to provide shelter, food 
and service for thirty children a day, 
requires the generous support of those 
interested in such a helpful work. 

On a pleasant day the children who 
are large enough to run about, may be 
seen in the little play yard, a part of 
the grounds which has been fenced 
about so that the children are quite 
safe while the matron and her as- 
sistants prepare their dinner, care for 
the babies, receive visitors who 
are always made welcome and shown 
over the Nursery. 

On the first floor of the house, is an 
office, dining room and kitchen. In 
the dining room are two long, low 
tables with kindergarten chairs for 
the older children and a few high 
chairs for the babies. 

It is a very pretty sight to see the 
little ones gathered about the tables 
at noon, saying a grace before touch- 
ing the appetizing meal set before 
them. Their table manners are a 
silent tribute to the matron who gives 
especial attention to this important 
part of their education. 

Though a young woman, Mrs. 
Bowker has had a wide experience 
with children and has won their af- 
fection and confidence and wields a 
loving but firm discipline over them 
so that their obedience and courtesy 
are very noticeable. 

On the second floor is a play room, 
a nursery, a bath room and the ma- 
tron’s room. The play room is used 
on cold or stormy days, but is entirely 
too small for the purpose. However, 
the children have learned to play hap- 
pily together with the toys given by 
friends of the Nursery. 

The one sunny room has been taken 
for the nursery which is filled with 
white cribs where the youngest chil- 
dren have their afternoon naps. 

Very soon a larger house will be 
necessary or a permanent home built 
for this helpful and beautiful work. 
The association has started a build- 
ing fund which is as yet only a start, 
but surely no more worthy cause could 
be found to which money may be con-
